The point is that 
mistakes do happen, and 
public awareness of the pos- 
sibility will help lo keep 
them at a minimum. 

A recent bi^ok published 
in ifie United States by a 
doctor urges peeple lo get to 
know their own bodies in 
the way you know yoiir own 
car engine. 

Make acnirale observa- 
tions of symptoms to explain 
clearly to your doctor. 

Many doctors shy away 
from the idea of tfie general 
public learning how its 
motor runs. 

They lear it niay under- 
mine the public's confidence 
in its medical advisers and 
ertcfiurage hypochondriacs. 

Hut the author claims 
morbidity and fear are the 
products ol ignorance^ — that 



knowledge always enlighiera. 
An infurmed patient is mort 
intelligent and co-opetattve, 

Diagnosis and trealmciat 
aifc sUlf left lo the profcs- 
lionaJ. 

The author Uits 12 dif- 
ferent causes of headache. 

A girl suffered from 
neuralgia every day lt>r over 
two years. She said il was 
her teeiJi 

Her dmtiTt disagreejf, said 
it was sinus, and that there 
was nothing to be done 
about it. 

After reading Ihe list of 
headarhe causes, she 
chan^^ed her dentist, had the 
suspert molar X-rayed; il 
was found to have an infec- 
tion at the root. 

She had it removed, and 
lost the neuralgia. 

Let's give the doctor his 
due. Respeii hLs skill and 
integrity, but realise that he 
can be miytjken. 

WheT? your common seme 
leads vMu lo question his 
judgmi'ut, don't hesitate lo 
gel a <«CDnd optnicn. 

You've Jived in your hod^ 
ail your life, and have a 
pretty shrewd idea wheti it's 
not ticking over well. 

Let's say [hat you have 
decided to question tlie 
judgment of your owa 
i^oetnt on diagnosis or treat- 
ment of your case, ^ 

It is your right to do s6, 
and if you were jiiistaken, it 
lias only verified his judg- 
ment. 

Where do you gel a really 
lirst-raic second opinion? 

One way is to telephone 
any large hospital, and ask 
for the names of their 
honorary speciatifits in the 
particular area of your 
trouble. [ Also see box on 
opposite page.) 

Never allow your imthink- 
ing faith to lull your doctor 
into over-confidence. Your 
awareness of his human fal- 
bbilily may save a Ufe — 
yotrr own!

# Ltat tceeh I spohe about bank 
shttre* and the Australian banking 
tyslBm, This week I am going on to 
ttua other citadel of the capital mar' 
ket, the insurance companies. 



INSURANCE com- 
patiit^s arc much like 
banks in that they re- 
ceive the individual's 
savings in the form of 
insurance premiums and 
lend them out, or invest 
them, for their prcrfit. 

Li fact, like banks, the 
mtHt usual form of inveit- 
iiienl of life oflice funds is 
the mortgage loan on the 
security of real estalc- 

The next most popular 
avenue of investment is in 
gDvrnmuuu securities; and 
thirdly in conipany securi- 
ties). 

Therefore, by purchasing 
insurance shares you indir- 
ectly get a widespread port- 
folio of fiist-cSass shares wiUi 
maiuintim security. 

The ataets of insurance 
companies are enortnotis. 
They have grown from £72 
million in \920 to close on 
£700 million. let terms of 
total as^et$, the A.M^f- ranks 
second only to the Bank of 
N.S.W. 

There are now over 40 
companies registered midcr 
the Life Insurance Act, 
rompared with only 22 at 
the end of World War IL 

The industry h indeed 
beeorning a cut-throat oiie. 

HowcTO', tbcre were no 
major casualtio during 1964, 
and allbough nearly every 
tiksuraocc cfaairman com- 
[rialned bitterly about in- 
creasing competition, some 
results were surprisingiy 
good. 

The first eotnpany I want 
to talk about is The M.L.C.
